The State 
Democratic platform calls for preservation of

' guaranteeing the constitutional rights of all em­ 
ployees in North Dakota. This law does not 
prevent labor from organizing when they desire 
voluntarily to do so.

BUFORD ELLINGTON, Governor of Tennessee 
1959-1963: “ As I see it, we have had pretty 
good labor-management relations in this state.

Industry knows that both 
management and labor will get fair play.** 
NORMAN A. ERBE, Governor of Iowa 1961- 
1963: “ The Iowa Right To Work Law has 
been the topic of discussion for many years, 
during which the interest has varied. I have 
expressed publicly that to date the people of 
* Iowa have shown no indication that they think 
the Right To Work Law should be changed.**

show that in 1958 the AFL-CIOuniorifs had 40,000 
members in our state, and in 1960 they had

T961 -63 and 1963-67: “ Union propagandists 
frequently raise the deceptive cry that Right 
To

Statistics establish that in the Right 
To Work states, since the enactment of their 
laws, union membership has increased, wages 
have increased, and the general economy of the 
state has improved at a higher rate of accelera­ 
tion than in some of the surrounding non-Right 
To Work sister states.** 
HAROLD W. HANDLEY, Governor of Indiana 
1957-1961: “ The Right To Work Law has the 
approval of thousands of union members who 
maintain that it makes the union leaders more 
responsive to the wishes of the membership 
and is a weapon by which corruption and 
racketeering can be curbed by the members 
themselves . . . It 
simply reaffirms 
and 
strengthens the traditional position of that 
pioneer in unionism, Samuel Gompers, that to 
be effective, union membership must be volun­ 
tary.** 
* A. S. HARRISON, JR., Governor of Virginia 
1962-1966: “ The principle underlying Right To 
Work laws is now recognized in Virginia as 
fundamental. The preservation of the Right To 
Work Law was an important part of my pro­ 
gram in the campaign for Governor in 1961. 
The election results were indicative of the over­ 
whelming sentiment of Virginians for this legis­ 
lation.** 
ERNEST F. HOLLINGS, Governor of South 
Carolina 1959-1963: “ We have proven the worth 
and value of this law. The record shows it 


has been successful. South Carolina intends to 
maintain this legislation with confidence.

47 and 1947-49: “ Personal freedom and liberty 
is the ‘priceless pearl* sought by all men 
everywhere. During the four years I served as 
Governor of Arkansas, our state development 
agencies working with statewide and local groups 
of civic-minded citizens, secured new industries 
creating 40,000 new jobs, and advancing the eco­ 
nomic welfare of all citizens. A major factor 
in the preservation of freedom, and in the de­ 
velopment of our new industrial program in 
Arkansas, was our Arkansas Right to Work law. 
Under it, both industry and labor, as well as the 
citizenry as a whole, have benefited.**

NEW YORK (AP) — They’re 
tearing down PjS. 93. 
The wooden scaffolds are up. 
The windows of the 75-year-old 
brownstone school are thrown 
open. The first floor is boarded 
up with old doors from class­ 
rooms and stairwells.

I think that in all the world 
there is no sight that touches 
one with such poignancy as that 
of the wrecker about to tear into 
one’s childhood school. 
In recent years, PJ>. 93 has 
fallen almost to disuse. 
Its last function was as a re­ 
location center for those dis­ 
placed from tenement homes 
because of redevelopment of the 
vast slum area of Manhattan’s 
upper West Side. 
But when it was built — in 
1890 — the area included three- 
and 
four-story 
one-family 
brownstones, home to the city’s 
elite. 
By the time my family moved 
in — in 1940 — there were still 
many brownstones, but their 
status had decl'ned to that of 
rooming houses 
But P £ . 93 was still nice. 
I remember the classrooms 
with walls that were pushed 
back on rollers to make an as­ 
sembly hall. 
I remember, too, the red ties 
and white shirts the boys had to 
wear to Wednesday assemblies 
— and the flowing red, sailor- 
type, ties the girls had to wear, 


with white middie blouses and 
blue skirts. 
In those days I had such im­ 
portant classroom jobs as win­ 
dow monitor, paper monitor and 
ink monitor. Being ink monitor 
required occasional trips to the 
basement so the school charlady 
could fill the class ink bottle. 
Each desk had a glass inkwell. 
I graduated about the time 
ballpoint pens started to become 
popular. But the first ones cost 
about $5. So, in those days we 
could still write in an elemen­ 
tary school autograph book: 
“ On this beautiful page of 
pink I give you a sample of 
Waterman’s 
ink.” 
Steffi — 
whose last name I don’t remem­ 
ber — wrote that in my book. 
Then there was this: 
“ I think you’re so swell, I 
think you’re so swell, if I had a 
peanut, I’d give you the shell.” 
Alan Friedman wrote that. 
I haven’t seen my classmates 
in years — not since we gradu­ 
ated. That was the day this en­ 
try was made in my autograph 
book: 
“ To Steve: Prison — PJS.93. 
Jailer — Mrs. Mitchell. Warden 
— Mrs. Frey. Released— June 
27, 
1947. 
Your 
cellmate, 
MU d red.” 
Well, the old jaU is coming 
down. 
But 
as 
Marcia 
Hauptman 
wrote in my autograph book, 
my days at P £ . 93 were: ” 2 
Sweet 2 be 4 Gotten.” 


DREAMS, DEFICITS, 
AND DELUSION 
In a rash of year-end news 
stories, we have read in glow­ 
ing term s of record-breaking 
performance of the St. Law­ 
rence Seaway in 1963, its fifth 
full season of operation. Read­ 
ers could hardly fall to get 
the impression that this contro­ 
versial project had now proved 
itself, is paying off and con­ 
founding its critics—who had 
better go and hide their heads 
in shame. 
Basis for this cheerful news 
would seem to be a press hand­ 
out from the St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way Development Corporation 
which says on page one; “Sea­ 
way Administrator Jospeh H. 
McCann is optimistic about the 
progress of the Seaway, espe­ 
cially since final tonnage for 
1963 will amount to 
approxi­ 
mately 31 million tons—about 
six million beyond the expecta­ 
tions of even the original esti­ 
m ators.” Administrator Mc­ 


Cann is quoted by the same au­ 
thority as saying that the Sea­ 
way now “ pays its own way” 
and that it is “ not a drain on 
the taxpayer.” 
Records of the Seaway opera­ 
tion, however, reveal a some­ 
what different story. It is true 
that about 31 million tons— 
producing approximately $15,- 
200,000 in tolls—moved over 
the waterway. But this is 10 
million tons of cargo and $6 
million of revenue short of the 
Toll Committee's initial esti­ 
mate for the year. Including 
both construction and operating 
costs, the year showed a further 
deficit of $3 million. Adding the 
1963 losses to the $11,491,852 
deficit accumulated previously, 
means simply that in its first 
five years the Seaway has fallen 
$14,500,000 short of breaking 
even. 
Thus, the past year’s record- 
breaking traffic should make it 
apparent that it is a practical 
impossibility to move enough 
tonnage through the Seaway to 
produce—at existing toll-rates 
—the $25 million 
annual re­ 
quirement established by the 
Committee. Unless and until 
realistic tolls are levied, the 
burden of jhis half-billion dollar 
project cannot be lifted from 
the taxpayer's back. 
Nor is it easier to bear when 
we learn that less than five 
percent of all vessels using the 
Seaway fly the Stars and Stripes!

A PLACE FOR THE AX 
The President is reportedly

device which 
would 
subject 
government 
program s to intensive review 
by a commission once every 
five years. 
According 
to newspaper re ­ 
ports: 
“ In his budget m es­ 
sage, President Johnson is ex­ 
pected to try to convince the 
economy-minded Congress that 
the price of 
needed 
new 
program s is the abondonment of 
outmoded ones.” 
The P res­ 
ident’s idea is an excellent 
one and, hopefully, it will be 
carried into action. 
One of the first program s 
which should be considered for 
abandonment is the Rural Elec­ 
trification Administration. 
REA was 
established during 
the thirties to bring electricity 
to our nation’s farms. 
It has 
now fulfilled that purpose. Some 
98 percent of the nation’s farm s 
thanks to REA and the investor- 
owned electric utility industry 
efforts now enjoy the blessings 
of electricity. 
Sttill REA lingers on and is 
coming to Congress each year 
for increasing budget appropri­ 
ations. 
This money is lent 
to rural electric co-ops who pay 
almost no taxes at all at two 
percent 
interest 
while 
the 
government pays four percent 
Interest on money it borrows 
md is used prim arily to allow 
these co-ops to compete un­ 
fairly with taxpaying investor- 
owned utilities. 


Today, five of every six new 
custom ers of REA co-ops are 
non-farm consum ers, and this 
year REA is seeking a record 
$425 million appropriation. In­ 


stead of granting this appro­ 
priation, why not have Congress 
take this money and put It to 
good use in the current battle 
against 
poverty 
within the 
nation? 
REA has done its job. 
The 
co-ops, by and large, can sup­ 
port themselves. 
Let’s scrap 
REA and put the tax dollars 
now wasted in needless com­ 
petition to work in a worthy 
cause.

Any action by the Congress now 
to repeal Section 14-B of the 
Taft-Hartley Act in the face of 
the recent Supreme Court de­ 
cision would be construed as 
tantamount to a surrender to 
the forces of communism.

Planes attacking 
missile sites must fly low in 
order to escape fire from the 
m issiles, but when they come 
in low, they are vulnerable to 
old • style, conventional anti­ 
aircraft guns.

bombers 
“ through intense cot.. entional 
fire.” Congressional circles,

-CHINESE PLOT- 
Inquiry at the Defense Depart­

Accordingly, military intel­ 
ligence has come up with the 
possibility 
that the dummy

but to provoke a dangerous 
incident

States and Russia. Here is what 
the Chinese had to gain 
by 
such strategy: 


1. The U. S. attack on the 
missile sites made it appear 
that President Johnson was tak­ 
ing a dangerous new gamble 
with world peace, thus putting 
the United States in a bad light. 
2. Since the world presumed 
the Russians had built the sites, 
the attack put them on the spot. 
Pressure on the Kremlin 
to 
retaliate would have produced 
the kind of Soviet - American 
crisis that the Chinese have 
been trying to stir up. Russian 
failure to retaliate also played 
into Chinese hands by making 
Russia look weak in the eyes 
of other communist countries. 
What lends further credence 
to the conclusion that this was 
a Chinese plot is the fact that 
the 
Russians, 
a few days 
earlier, had agreed with the 
United States to resume dis­ 
armament talks in Geneva and 
quietly explore the possibility 
of cautious cooperation with the 
United 
States in 
curtailing 
arm s budgets. 


It’s also considered 
icant that the Russian 
did not report the shooting down 
of the six American planes 
which raided the supposed SAM 
m issile sites. 
In 
explanation of why 
the 
American 
military command 
was trapped, it should be noted 
that in 1960 Russia had sent 
some semi-mobile SAM mis­ 
siles to China. This was before 
relations between the two coun­ 
tries became strained.

So when an American plane 
was shot down 40 miles west of 
Hanoi on July 25, it was be­ 
lieved that China had moved 
some of this equipment down 
to North Viet Nam and that the 
fire came from one of these 
semi-mobile launchers.

But expecting retalia­ 
tion, the Chinese apparently 
moved their real missiles to g 
safe hiding place and mounted 
a dummy nearby.

Jobless Eat *Sawdust* But Re­ 
ject Communists As Private 
U. S. Coalition Rolls ki With 
Relief. 
Carpina, Brazil: — On any 
clear day diners in the air-con­ 
ditioned, 12 • story skyscraper 
restaurant some 27 miles dis­ 
tant in the huge city of Recife 
can see well into this desolate 
area 
where 
unemployed 
peasants and jobless sugar mill 
workers eat a glorified sawdust 
call farinha. 
It has no color, no taste, no 
food value. But it fills 
the 
stomach because it is bulky 
‘ ground-up root. And for 
a 
few hours it keeps children 
from whimpering for food. 
Occasionally fortune strikes. 
Some of the 220,000 hungry 
people whose breadwinners are 
jobless come onto 
beans or 
m olasses or edible ants and 
then the farinha stew does have a 
taste. 
It is so not only around Car­ 
pina, a long jeep ride from 
Recife, the massive metropolis 
of Brazil’s frontier Northeast 
where 
cowboys 
still ride in 
leather hats. Hunger stalks 28 
million people in this bulge 
three times 
the 
size of 
France. 
Jammed in strips between the 
ocean and the dried out moun­ 
tains, ravaged regularly 
by 
lethal flash floods, it is 
the 
“ India” of the Western world. 
It is made to order for 
the 
Mao-ists, the Moscovites, the 
Trotskyites and the Fidelistas. 
They all were here before the 
m ilitary revolution, organizing 
their peasant leagues, spread­ 
ing hatred against the U. S. and 
preparing for “ the day.” 
But these peasants and work­ 
ers have no stomachs - empty 
as they are ~ for hatred. The 
other day some 75 of them 
cheered 
this reporter simply 
because the visitor is from the 
UJ5. They have seen only 
a 
handful of Americans — and in 
that handful is a dramatic story

I drove out to Carpina, for 
here the AIFLD will build the 
first 
of 10 regional “ centros 
servicos 
camponese” 
— 
centers to service the rural 
working people. Each will be a 
union 
headquarters 
costing 
about 
$25,000 apiece. Each 
will be constructed with 
the 
assistance of the U. S. AID 
mission. 


From these centers special 
services will radiate into the 
surrounding countryside. Each 
headquarters will have movies 
and a big room to which 
the 
workers can come to socialize. 
Each will have a legal advisor. 
There will be a clinic staffed 
three days a week with a doc­ 
tor, a nurse and a dentist, so 
perhaps 
children won’t die 
as quickly as they do. 
There will be “ kiddie” play­ 
grounds and a spot for 
the 
women 
to 
gather and learn 
crafts if they have the time. 
There will be credit unions, 
joint consumer buying to low­ 
er the cost of food, land leasing 
and finally an office for plan­ 
ning of rural low cost housing. 
This is essentially a union- 
to-union approach. In a broad 
sense, the Communist Party 
used this technique in Italy. 
Had democratic forces gotten 
there 
“ fustest 
with 
the 
mostest,” as AIFLD is doing 
here, the Italian Communist 
Party would not now be rolling 
up nine million votes. 


But man here cannot live on 
dreams alone. There must be 
food. And the Catholic Relief 
Services has been getting food 
from the 
Food For Peace 
agency back home, ft is shipped 
to Recife under Public Law 
480. Then it rolls out into the 
countryside. 
But 
this takes 
trucks and the 
big vans cost 
money. 
So 
AIFLD has ap­ 
propriated the funds to carry 
the food to the hungry fam­ 
ilies — 600 tons in 
this dis­ 
trict alone. 
In a primitive meeting hall 
we told them more victuals were 
coming. And 
perhaps some 
free medicine, too. 
A peasant worker,barefooted 
but in a clean Sunday shirt, 
said slowly in his native Portu­ 
guese: 
“ We want no charity. Give us 
work.” 
There were tears in his voice. 
The visitor wept a bit, too, as 
he headed out of the white hot 
sun for the air conditioning and 
tower restaurants of what we 
euphemistically call civiliza­ 
tion.

from tenem ent hom es 
becau se of redevelopm ent of the 
vast slum a re a of M anhattan's 
upper W est Side. 
But when it was built — in 
1890 — the a re a included three- 
and 
four-story 
one-family 
brow nstones, home to the city 's 
e lite . 
By the tim e my fam ily moved 
in — in 1940 — th ere w ere still 
many 
brow nstones, 
but their 
statu s had declined to that of 
room ing houses 
But P JL 93 w as still nice. 
I rem em b er the classro o m s 
with 
w alls that w ere pushed 
back on ro lle rs to make an a s­ 
sem bly hall. 
I rem em b er, too, the red ties 
and w hite sh irts the boys laid to 
w ear to Wednesday assem b lies 
— and tile flowing red, sailo r- 
type, tie s tile g irls had to w ear, 


with white m iddie blouses and 
blue sk irts . 
In those days I had such im ­ 
portant classro o m jobs a s win­ 
dow m onitor, p ap er m onitor and 
ink m onitor. Being ink m onitor 
required occasional trip s to the 
basem ent so the school charlady 
could fill the c la ss ink bottle. 
Each desk had a glass inkw ell. 
I graduated about the tim e 
ballpoint pens sta rte d to becom e 
popular. But the first ones cost 
about $5. So, in those days we 
could still w rite in an elem en­ 
tary school autograph book:

Cann is quoted by the sam e au­ 
thority as saying that the Sea­ 
way now “ pays its own way” 
and that it is ‘‘not a drain on 
the tax p ay er.” 
R ecords of the Seaway opera­ 
tion, how ever, reveal a som e­ 
what different sto ry . It is tru e 
that 
about 
31 m illion tons— 
producing approxim ately $15,- 
200,000 in to lls— moved over 
the w aterw ay. But th is is IO 
m illion tons of cargo and $6 
m illion of revenue sh o rt of the 
Toll C om m ittee's initial e sti­ 
m ate 
for the y ea r. Including 
both construction and operating 
costs, the y e ar showed a further 
deficit of $3 m illion. Adding the 
1963 lo sses to the $11,491,852 
deficit accum ulated previously, 
m eans sim ply that in its first 
five y e a rs the Seaway has fallen 
$14,500,000 sh o rt of breaking 
even. 
Thus, the p ast y e a r's re c o rd - 
breaking traffic should make it 
apparent that it is a p rac tica l

raid on July 27,

Pentagon adm itted two other 
planes had collided in m id-air 
while another w as shot down on 
a reconnaisance m ission over 
the m issile site s.

m ilitary intel­ 
ligence has com e up with the 
possibility 
that 
the dummy 
m issiles 
w ere 
planted 
by 
the C hinese, not m erely 
to 
knock down A m erican planes, 
but to provoke a 
dangerous 
incident 
betw een the 
United 
States and R u ssia. H ere is what 
the C hinese had to gain 
by 
such strategy: 


1. The U. S . attack on the 
m issile site s m ade it appear 
that P resident Johnson w as tak­ 
ing a dangerous new gamble 
with world p eace, thus putting 
the United S tates in a bad light. 
2. Since the w orld presum ed 
the R ussians had built the sites, 
the attack put them on the spot. 
P re ssu re on the K rem lin 
to 
retaliate would have produced 
the kind of Soviet • A m erican 
c risis that the C hinese have 
been trying to s tir up. R ussian 
failure to re ta lia te also played 
into Chinese hands by making 
R ussia look weak in the eyes 
of other com m unist co u n tries. 
What lends fu rth e r credence 
to the conclusion that th is was 
a Chinese plot is the fact that 
the 
R ussians, 
a few days 
e a rlie r, had a g reed witii the 
United States to resu m e dis­ 
arm am ent talk s in Geneva and 
quietly explore the possibility 
of cautious cooperation with the 
United 
States in 
curtailing 
a rm s budgets. 


It's also considered signif­ 
icant that the R ussian 
p ress 
did not report the shooting down 
of the 
six A m erican 
planes 
which raided the supposed SAM 
m issile sites. 
In 
explanation of 
why 
the 
A m erican 
m ilitary command 
w as trapped, it should be noted 
that in 1960 R ussia had sent 
som e

Golden Anniversary Of

SEDALIA, Mo. AP—The golden 
anniversary 
of 
auto racing 
will be observed this year at 
the Missouri State Fair in con­ 
junction with the International 
Motor Association (IMCA). 
Auto racing came to the Mis­ 
souri fciir in 1915 and today is 
its 
biggest single entertain­ 
ment attraction. The fair this 
year will be held from Aug. 21 
to Aug. 29. 
The IMCA, the nation’s oldest 
automobile race • sanctioning 
body, had its beginning imme­ 
diately after the turn of the 
century. 
The sport, then as now, car­ 
ried a lusty complement of 
thrills compounded of colorful 
cars, roaring engines and death- 
defying 
competition 
between 
legendary drivers such as the 
late Barney Oldfield and others. 
But it was under the control 
of one organization, the contest 
board of the American Automo­ 
bile Association. Time came 
when fair managers began to 
resent the fact that heavy sanc­ 


tion fees and payrolls burdened 
by unneeded officials cut deep­ 
ly into profits. 
Thus it was that representa­ 
tives of five fairs • Minnesota, 
Iowa, Illinois, Oklahoma and 
Michigan—gathered in late 1914 
to start the ball rolling toward 
formation 
of the IMCA the 
next spring. 
Its creed was simply: Racing 
with a minimum of restrictions 
on competitors for the maxi­ 
mum benefit of fairs and the 
fans who attend them, with the 
safety of both participants and 
spectators a major considera- 
tion. 
By 1924 the IMCA was sanc­ 
tioning races in 27 states and 
one 
Canadian province. The 
AAA dropped out of that phase 
of auto activity in 1955. 
MIMCA auto races will be 
held at the Missouri fair on four 
Afternoons and one evening. 
Sprint cars will hold the spot­ 
light Saturday afternoon, Aug. 
21, and Sunday afternoon, Aug. 
29. Late models will run Sunday 
afternoon, Aug. 22, and Satur­ 
day afternoon, Aug. 28.

The Executive or Governor's 
Mansion-considered the finest 
example 
of 
French-ltalian 
architecture still standing in 
the United States—has been the 
scene of family joys, sorrows, 
trials and triumphs tor almost 
a century. It has survived all 
this 
time with few 
major 
changes — only those repairs 
made after a fire in 1905, 
additions such as installation 
of modern plumbing, a larger 
kitchen and a garage, and more 
recently, structural reinforce­ 
ments and the addition of an 
elevator. But even during these, 
the quick tempo of the governor 
and 
his family have been 
steadied by the F irst Lady.

It is her obliga­ 
tion to keep her family happy, 
its needs satisfied and to relieve 
her 
busy husband of much 
domestic worry so that he is 
free to undertake the affairs 
of his state and its government. 
The F irst Lady's duties and 
responsibilities cannot be taken 
lightly. 
Yet, she isn't without com­ 
pensation. For she reaps her 
rewards from her husband's 
achievements, 
from 
enter­ 
taining his guests, from be­ 
ing hostess of the 
stately 
Mansion. 
Each 
F irst 
Lady 
has entered its doors antici­ 
pating full and fulfilling years. 
"Anybody would enjoy living 
in this house," says its present 
occupant, 
M rs. 
Warren E. 
Hearnes, wife of M issouri's 
46th governor. ‘T m thrilled 
every time I enter it." Sur­ 
rounded by unusual antiques 
commemorating 
administra­ 
tions past, M rs. Hearnes ex­ 
pressed the delight every First 
Lady must have experienced as 
she established her home in the 
Mansion. "If these walls could 
only talk. . ." is a frequent 
lament of its occig>ants. For 
they might tell of the grand 
weddings, of the joyous births, 
of the deaths which occurred 
within, or of the grand balls 
held in the large third-floor 
ballroom — now defunct. Dis­ 
tinguished guests — such as lt£ 
first, the Grand Duke Alexis 
of Russia, and Jefferson Davis, 
Eugene Field, Joseph Pulitzer, 
William 
Jennings 
B ry a n , 
Theodore Roosevelt, 
Charles 
Lindbergh and more recently 
Harry S. Truman and Dean 
Rusk — 
would be recorded in 
its annals. 
And each of these functions 
and each of these guests would 
find in its hostess, M issouri's 
First Lady, charm, dignity and 
inner strength—assets to her 
husband's political career. 
Such a person is Mrs. Warren 
E. Hearnes, M issouri's young­ 
est F irst Lady in 30 years. Her 
youthful vitality and that of 
her family pervades every niche 
of the old house, from the 
second floor bedrooms where 
the discordant harmony of the 
Beatles fills the air, to the 
outside grounds where play­ 
ground equipment has been in­ 
stalled 
for 
the 
youngest 
Hearnes, 6-year-old Julie. 
For the first time in 25 years 
children play on the lawn and 
pets run freely.

John M. Dalton, or there are 
youngsters in the Mansion—life 
for the F irst Lady can be hectic. 
Both Mrs. Dalton and Mrs. 
Hearnes will admit that prob­ 
ably the most hectic and de­ 
manding moments of the gov­ 
ernor's wife come during the 
campaign preceding the elec­ 
tion. Speeches and personal ap­ 
pearances become their daily 
fare. 
Luncheons, breakfasts, 
banquets consume their days. 
Fortunately, both women were 
prepared for this and had had 
previous exposure to the cam­ 
paign circuit. (Dalton was at­ 
torney general prior to becom­ 
ing governor, and Gov. Hearnes 
served as secretary of state 
during 
Dalton's administra­ 
tion.) 
"We tried to keep our fam­ 
ily life as normal as possible," 
M rs. Hearnes said. "During 
the campaign we flew home 
every night so we would be 
there for breakfast. And we 
never spoke of *when* when we 
talked of the campaign—only 
*if*. Children never think any­ 
one would want to vote against 
their father." 
Adjustments were made in both 
families to accommodate the 
demanding 
schedule. 
House­ 
keeping chores, relaxation and 
recreation often were forfeited 
for personal appearances and 
speeches. Both women accom­ 
panied their husbands when pos­ 
sible, but it sometimes was 
necessary for them to attend 
functions alone as their hus­ 
band’s 
representative. Mrs. 
Hearnes got the traveling and 
appearances down to an " a rt” 
by carrying an extra pair of 
hose, a toothbrush, makeup and 
a notebook in her purse. 
And campaigning took its toll 
early in the race. Mrs. Dalton 
admitted, "One of my most 
em barrassing moments came 
during the Jackson Day break­ 
fast in Springfield the morning 
after John announced his candi­ 
dacy. We had been up late the 
night before and the breakfast 
was at 8 a.m. My only excuse, 
if any, was excitement. The 
m inister finished the invocation 
and I clapped—not merely a 
polite applause—but a hearty 
clap. Fortunately I was salvaged 
when one kind man said, 'Jerry, 
Pm going back to Jefferson City 
and tell them the speakers were 
so good even the m inister was 
applauded!* " 
However, regardless of minor 
crises 
which the 
campaign 
*jirais«V both women found it 
a wonderful opportunity to re­ 
new old friendships—many of 
them in their home sections of 
the state, Southeast Missouri. 
Mrs. John M. Dalton, the form er 
Geraldine Hall, of Cardwell in 
Dunklin County, was the only 
child of a cotton planter and 
"ginner." She was born in Mis­ 
souri and has lived here since, 
attending public school and upon 
graduation from high school, 
enrolling in Stephens 
College 
here in Columbia from which 
seh was graduated in 1925. 
It was during these latter years 
that she met John M. Dalton, of 
Kennett, at the home of a mutual 
friend. "We liked each other im­ 
m ediately." The Daltons were 
m arried Nov. 22, 1925, and 
moved to Senath where Dalton 
opened a law office. Several 
years later they moved to Ken­ 
nett. 
M rs. 
Dalton got her first 
glimpse of politics when her 
husband ran for prosecuting at­ 
torney of Dunklin County in 1930 
and was defeated. Later he be­ 
came marshal of the Missouri 
Supreme Court and the family 
moved to Jefferson City. 
The family returned to Ken­ 
nett when Dalton's term ex­ 
pired, but once more moved to 
Jefferson City In 1952 when he 
was elected M issouri's attorney 
general.

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. (AP) — 
At 3 p.m. Aug. 6,1945, the news 
reached Oak Ridge: The United 
States had dropped an atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima. 
The secret of the hills of east 
Tennessee was out. 
Slightly 
more 
than 
three 
years of scientific and technical 
achievement, from experiment 
to production, came alive. A 
new term , "the Atomic Age," 
was born. 
Looking back 20 years later, 
Frank Bruce recalls that he 
wasn't too surprised — he was 
one of the few Oak Ridgers in 
the know. But most of the 7 5,000 
persons here, including Bruce's 
wife, Priscilla, were just as 
surprised as the rest of the 
world. 
Ryosaku Tanida, a medical 
student in Tokyo at the time, 
didn't 
believe it. "We still 
thought it was just a more pow­ 
erful TNT bomb." 
JJj.L iverm an was a Glinthe 
Philippines, "expecting to ship 
out to Japan any minute." After 
the bomb, he returned to the 
States. 
Of those three, only Bruce 
was in on the start of the atomic 
age. But all are Oak Ridgers 
now, very much involved in the 
new atomic age which deals at 
least as much with saving lives 
as with destroying them. 
Bruce is assistant to the depu­ 
ty director of the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory; Dr. Tani­ 
da is a permanent staff member 
of the medical division of Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Stud­ 
ies; and D r.L iverm anisassist- 
ant director of the laboratory's 
biology division. 
In the new Oak Ridge — a far 
cry from the fenced, closely 
guarded, camp of World War II 
they and thousands like them 
are using nuclear energy tech­ 
nology to save lives and revolu­ 
tionize living. 
They are producing electric 
power, 
making 
fresh water 
from the sea, seeking cures for 


cancer and the common cold, 
increasing 
food 
production, 
studying the universe from vi­ 
rus to Venus, and — you name 
it — they're doing it, planning it 
or thinking about it. 
"In just the last two years,” 
says Dr. Alvin M. Weinberg, 
director of the Oak Ridge Na­ 
tional Laboratory, "everything 
is starting to look good. If you'd 
had asked us, say, three years 
ago if the next 20 years of the 
atomic age would be as exciting 
as the first 20, I think a lot of us 
would have had our doubts. But 
now, I think we can say it will 
be " 
Dr. Livertnan is just as en­ 
thusiastic. 
Using centrifuges 
developed to produce isotopes 
for medicine and industry, hu­ 
man cells have been broken 
down and a common cold virus, 
among other things, isolated in 
quantities sufficient to study. 
Eventually, 
it 
is hoped to 
produce effective vaccine. 
In 
Dr. Tiinida's baliwick, 
medical researchers are devel­ 
oping new and better techniques 
for treating such things as tu­ 
mors, malignant and otherwise. 
Everything in Oak Ridge seems 
to look forward to a happy fu­ 
ture, not back to that bomb 20 
years ago. 
A short time before the bomb 
was dropped, Bruce recalls, 
"there were two factions among 
the scientific personnel here. 
One was circulating petitions 
against using the bomb; the oth­ 
er — and I was in this second 
group — was quite content to 
leave this up to the m ilitary.” 
The graphite reactor, which 
started it all, has long since 
been sh’.i lown as obsolete. Oak 
Ridge's huts and massed trailer 
homes have given way to houses 
which look like those in any oth­ 
er city. Its mud has been paved, 
its streets widened, its board, 
walks 
made 
concrete. 
But 
somehow, 20 years later, the 
excitement of pioneering, 
of 
doing something vital,rem ains.

G overnor’s M ansion 
Buzzes With Noise 


JEFFERSON 
CITY — The 
three-story white brick house 
stands proudly overlooking the 
Missouri River from its vantage 
point high on Howard's Bluff. 
For 94 years this imposing 
edifice has recorded the com­ 
ings and goings of a privileged 
group—the First Families of 
M issouri. 
The Executive or Governor's 
Mansion-considered the finest 
example 
of 
Freuch-ltallan 
architecture still standing in 
the United States—has been the 
scene of family joys, sorrows, 
trials and triumphs tor almost 
a century. It has survived all 
this 
time with few 
major 
changes — only those repairs 
made 
after a fire in 1905, 
additions such as installation 
of modern plumbing, a larger 
kitchen and a garage, and more 
recently, structural reinforce­ 
ments and the addition of an 
elevator. But even during these, 
the quick tempo of the governor 
and 
his family have been 
steadied by the First Lady. 
Wife, mother, m istress of her 
home and official hostess for 
her state — these duties some­ 
times weigh heavily on the gov­ 
ernor's wife. It is her obliga­ 
tion to keep her family happy, 
Its needs satisfied and to relieve 
her 
busy husband 
of 
much 
domestic worry so that he is 
free to undertake the affairs 
of his state and its government. 
The First Lady's duties and 
responsibilities cannot betaken 
lightly. 
Yet, she isn't without com­ 
pensation. For she reaps her 
rewards from her 
husband's 
achievements, 
from 
enter­ 
taining his guests, from be­ 
ing hostess of the 
stately 
Mansion. 
Each 
First 
Lady 
has entered its doors antici­ 
pating full and fulfilling years. 
"Anybody would enjoy living 
in this house," says its present 
occupant, 
Mrs. 
Warren 
E. 
Hearnes, wife of M issouri's 
46th governor. 'T m thrilled 
every time I enter it." Sur­ 
rounded by unusual antiques 
commemorating 
administra­ 
tions past, Mrs. Hearnes ex­ 
pressed the delight every First 
Lady must have experienced as 
she established her home in the 
Mansion. "If these walls could 
only talk. . ." is a frequent 
lament of its occupants. For 
they might tell of the grand 
weddings, of the joyous births, 
of the deaths which occurred 
within, or of the grand balls 
held in the large third-floor 
ballroom — now defunct. Dis­ 
tinguished guests — such as its 
first, the Grand Duke Alexis 
of Russia, and Jefferson Davis, 
Eugene Field, Joseph Pulitzer, 
William 
Jennings 
B r y a n , 
Theodore Roosevelt, 
Charles 
Lindbergh and more recently 
Harry S. Truman and Dean 
Rusk — 
would be recorded in 
its annals. 
And each of these functions 
and each of these guests would 
find in its hostess, M issouri's 
First Lady, charm, dignity and 
inner strength—assets to her 
husband's political career. 
Such a person is Mrs. Warren 
E. Hearnes, Missouri's young­ 
est First Lady in 30 years. Her 
youthful vitality and that of 
her family pervades every niche 
of the old house, from the 
second floor bedrooms where 
the discordant harmony of the 
Beatles fills the air, to the 
outside grounds where play­ 
ground equipment has been in­ 
stalled 
for 
the 
youngest 
Hearnes, 6-year-old Julie. 
For the first time in 25 years 
children play on the lawn and 
pets run freely. (Julie has a 
turtle, a parakeet and there are 
two family dogs, 
Colonel, a 
white poodle, and Sonny, who has 
been 
with the 
Hearnes for 
years.) Eight phones with three 
separate numbers are the de­ 
light of 15-year-old Lynn and 
11-year-old 
Leigh. 
Youth 
flourishes once more within the 
austere walls of the Executive 
Mansion. 
However, the Governor's Man­ 
sion buzzes with activity re­ 
gardless 
of 
its 
occupants. 
Whether the governor and his 
First Lady have grown children 


who have their own families, 
as with former Gov. and Mrs. 
John M. Dalton, or there are 
youngsters in the Mansion—life 
for the First Lady can be hectic. 
Both Mrs. Dalton and Mrs. 
Hearnes will admit that prob­ 
ably the most hectic and de­ 
manding moments of the gov­ 
ernor's wife come during the 
campaign preceding the elec­ 
tion. Speeches and personal ap­ 
pearances become their daily 
fare. 
Luncheons, breakfasts, 
banquets consume their days. 
Fortunately, 
both women were 
prepared for this and had had 
previous exposure to the cam­ 
paign circuit. (Dalton was at­ 
torney general prior to becom­ 
ing governor, and Gov. Hearnes 
served as secretary of state 
during 
Dalton's administra­ 
tion.) 
"We tried to keep our fam­ 
ily life as normal as possible," 
Mrs. Hearnes said. "During 
the campaign we flew home 
every night so we would be 
there for breakfast. And we 
never spoke of 'when' when we 
talked of the campaign—only 
‘if*. Children never think any­ 
one would want to vote against 
their father." 
Adjustments were made in both 
families to accommodate the 
demanding 
schedule. 
House­ 
keeping chores, relaxation and 
recreation often were forfeited 
for personal appearances and 
speeches. Both women accom­ 
panied their husbands when pos­ 
sible, 
but it sometimes was 
necessary for them to attend 
functions alone as their hus­ 
band's 
representative. Mrs. 
Hearnes got the traveling and 
appearances down to an "art” 
by carrying an extra pair of 
hose, a toothbrush, makeup and 
a notebook in her purse. 
And campaigning took its toll 
early in the race. Mrs. Dalton 
admitted, 
"One of my most 
embarrassing moments came 
during the Jackson Day break­ 
fast in Springfield the morning 
after John announced his candi­ 
dacy. We had been up late the 
night before and the breakfast 
was at 8 a.m. My only excuse, 
if any, was excitement. The 
minister finished the invocation 
and I clapped—not merely a 
polite applause—but a hearty 
clap. Fortunately I was salvaged 
when one kind man said, ‘Jerry, 
I'm going back to Jefferson City 
and tell them the speakers were 
so good even the minister was 
applauded!' ” 
However, regardless of minor 
crises 
which the 
campaign 
^aroused, both women found it,. 
a wonderful opportunity to re­ 
new old friendships— many of 
them in their home sections of 
the state, Southeast M issouri. 
Mrs. John M. Dalton, the former 
Geraldine Hall, of Cardwell in 
Dunklin County, was the only 
child of a cotton planter and 
"ginner." She was born in Mis­ 
souri and has lived here since, 
attending public school and upon 
graduation from high school, 
enrolling in Stephens 
College 
here in Columbia from which 
seh was graduated in 
1925. 
It was during these latter years 
that she met john M. Dalton, of 
Kennett, at the home of a mutual 
friend. "We I iked each other im­ 
mediately.” The Daltons were 
married Nov. 22, 
1925, and 
moved to Senath where Dalton 
opened a law office. Several 
years later they moved to Ken­ 
nett. 
Mrs. 
Dalton got her first 
glimpse of politics when her 
husband ran for prosecuting at­ 
torney of Dunklin County in 1930 
and was defeated. Later he be­ 
came marshal of the Missouri 
Supreme Court and the family 
moved to Jefferson City. 
The family returned to Ken­ 
nett when Dalton's term ex­ 
pired, but once more moved to 
Jefferson City in 1952 when he 
was elected Missouri's attorney 
general. "Our children were too 
old to be overly excited about 
our move in to the Executive 
Mansion, john Hall had grad­ 
uated from Harvard law school. 
(He had his undergraduate de­ 
gree from the University where 
he had been elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa and was student body

The Wiley Hays knew the le ­ 
gion could hit the industry right 
where it hurt; the box office.

Producers seemed little con­ 
stricted by the code.

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. (AP) — 
At 3 p.m. Aug. 6,1945, the news 
reached Oak Ridge: The United 
States had dropped an atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima. 
The secret of the hills of east 
Tennessee was out. 
Slightly 
more 
than 
three 
years of scientific and technical 
achievement, from experiment 
to production, came alive. A 
new term, "the Atomic Age," 
was born. 
Looking back 20 years later, 
Frank Bruce recalls that he 
wasn't too surprised — he was 
one of the few Oak Ridgers in 
the know. But most of the 7 5,000 
persons here, including Bruce's 
wife, Priscilla, were just 
as 
surprised as the rest of the 
world. 
Ryosaku Tanida, a medical 
student in Tokyo at the time, 
didn't 
believe 
it. 
" W e 
still 
thought it was just a more pow­ 
erful TN T bomb." 
J.L. Liverman was a GI in the 
Philippines, ‘‘expecting to ship 
out to Japan any minute." After 
the bomb, he returned to tile 
States. 
Of those three, only Bruce 
was in on the start of the atomic 
age. But all are Oak Ridgers 
now, very much involved in the 
new atomic age which deals at 
least as much with saving lives 
as with destroying them. 
Bruce is assistant to the depu­ 
ty director of the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory; Dr. Tani­ 
da is a permanent staff member 
of the medical division of Oak 
Ridge Institute of Nuclear Stud­ 
ies; and D r.Livermanisa ssist- 
ant direc tor of the laboratory's 
biology division.

KENNETT,

out adding nine more? 
This was the question asked 
by a member of a legislative 
committee at hearings opened 
on a measure that hopefully 
would provide some relief for 
130,000 neglected Missourians. 
“ After all,'* 
the lawmaker 
continued, “ we have five state 
hospitals and three intensive 
treatment centers 
already in 
operation. 
Why do we need 
more? 
The legislator asking 
the 
question had, 
like 
so many 
others, confused mental illness 
with mental retardation. 
It Is 
like confusing polio with cere­ 
bral palsy. 
To 
answer the 
legislator's 
question took only a matter of 
minutes for the witness who 
was appearing before the com­ 
mittee. 
Mental illness, he ex­ 
plained, is being treated at the 
five state hospitals and the 
three Intensive threatment cen­ 
ters, two of which are in par­ 
tial operation. Butnoneofthes* 
Institutions treats mental re­ 
tardation. 
The state has but two hospi­ 
tals to treat mental retardation 
-the St. Louis School and Hos­ 
pital and the Marshall School 
and Hospital.

The St. Louis School Hos­ 
pital, designed to serve the en­ 
tire eastern half of the state, 
has only 800 patients-and a

Pound and 
Dollar are 
Closely Linked 


NEW YORK (AP) — Britain's 
struggle to bolster the pound 
sterling—one of the few remain­ 
ing status symbols of the once 
pound British Empire—is more 
closely tied to the future of the 
American dollar than you might 
think. 
For the dollar and the pound 
are still linked in world finan­ 
cial affairs. Trouble in Lon­ 
don's Threadneecfle Street can 
affect Wall Street — and Main 
Street. 
The pound no longer has the 
importance it boasted back In 
the flourishing 1920s. Its col­ 
lapse at the start of the 1930s set 
up a chain reaction of business 
woe throughout the world that 
contributed in large measure to 
the depths to which the Ameri­ 
can economy sank in the Great 
Depression. 
If the pound isn't that impor­ 
tant today, the state of the Brit­ 
ish economy and the health of 
the European Common Market 
are still matters of concern to 
UJS. business as well as toUJS 
monetary authorities. 
’ 
The AmeWdfth ^dohbmyatthe 
moment looks strong enough to 
take care of the many domestic 
problems and even the stepped- 
up Viet Nam War. But Britain, 
and parts of Western Europe, 
have been breeding some trou­ 
ble spots that could cause busi­ 
ness setbacks there—and in 
time here. And both Britainand 
the Common Market tend to 
blame the United States for 
some of their present and poten­ 
tial difficulties. 


In this country there is debate 
over whether the economy is 
slowing down, or is about to. In 
most of Europe the rate of 
growth is definitely smaller this 
year than last, and well below 
the rate in the united States. 
This slowdown follows years of 
unusual growth in Western Eu­ 
rope, with the rate notably high­ 
er than in the United 8tates. 
Britain is especially hard hit 
now. In 1964 its economy ex­ 
panded over the previous year 
by 5.7 per cent. This year the 
growth is estimated at 2.5 per 
cent or so by the First National 
City Bank erf New York. 
The British industrial lag has 
failed to meet the demands for 
goods of the almost wholly em­ 
ployed British population. They 
have turned to imports to get 
what they want and have the 
money to buy. 
And that's where the pound 
sterling Is in trouble. The ex­ 
cess of imports over exports 
has put a strain on the pound. 
To pay for these imports, Bri­ 
tain finds other currencies are 
in demand, and the pound isn't. 
Last fall the United States had 
to go to the aid of the pound. 
With other nations it furnished a 
lUnd the Bank of England could 
draw upon to defend the value 
of the pound against speculators 
who were dumping their hold­ 
ings because they thought the 
pound would have to be deval­ 
ued. 
Again the British government 
is seeking 
to 
curb imports, 
boost exports, and ward off 
speculators 
as 
the

weakens. If Britain's efforts 
don't succeed, the United States 
may have to help again. 
With its hands full in 
Viet 
Nam and at home, the United 
States doesn't relish prospects 
of increasing economic prob­ 
lem s across the Atlantic.

Retardation Inadequate

KENNETT,

out adding nine more? 
This was the question asked 
by a mem ber of a legislative 
com m ittee at hearings opened 
on a 
m easure that hopefully 
would provide some relief for 
130,000 neglected M issourians. 
"A fter all," 
the lawmaker 
continued, "w e have five state 
hospitals and three Intensive 
treatm ent centers 
already in 
operation. 
Why do we need 
m ore? 
The legislator asking 
the 
question had, 
like 
so many 
others, confused mental illness 
with mental retardation. 
It Is 
like confusing polio with cere­ 
bral palsy. 
To 
answer the 
legislator's 
question took only a m atter of 
m inutes for the witness who 
was appearing before the com­ 
m ittee. 
Mental Illness, he ex­ 
plained, Is being treated at the 
five state hospitals and the 
three Intensive threatm ent cen­ 
te rs, two of which are In p ar­ 
tial operation. But none of these 
Institutions trea ts mental re ­ 
tardation. 
The state has but two hospi­ 
ta ls to treat mental retardation 
-the St. Louis School and Hos­ 
pital and the M arshall School 
and Hospital. 
The combined patient popula­ 
tion of those Institutions is only 
2,600. The St. Louis School Hos­ 
pital, designed to serve the en­ 
tire eastern half of the state,

Pound and 
Dollar are 
Closely Linked 


NEW YORK (AP) — B ritain's 
struggle to bolster the pound 
sterling—one of the few remain­ 
ing status symbols of the once 
pound British Em pire—is more 
closely tied to the future of the 
American dollar than you might 
think. 
For the dollar and the pound 
are still linked in world finan­ 
cial affairs. Trouble in Lon­ 
don's Threadneedle Street can 
affect Wall S treet — and Main 
Street. 
The pound no longer has the 
importance it boasted back in 
the flourishing 1920s. Its col­ 
lapse at the start of the 1930s set 
up a chain reaction of business 
woe throughout the world that 
contributed in large measure to 
the depths to which the Am eri­ 
can economy sank in the Great 
Depression. 
If the pound isn 't that impor­ 
tant today, the state of the Brit­ 
ish economy and the health of 
the European Common Market 
are still m atters of concern to 
U £. business as well as to U £ . 
monetary authorities. 
’ 
The Am erican ddohbmy at the 
moment looks strong enough to 
take care of the many domestic 
problem s and even the stepped- 
up Viet Nam W ar. But Britain, 
and p arts of W estern Europe, 
have been breeding some trou­ 
ble spots that could cause busi­ 
ness setbacks there—and in 
time here. And both Britainand 
the Common M arket tend to 
blame the United States for 
some of their present and poten­ 
tial difficulties. 


In this country there I* debate 
over whether the economy Is 
slowing down, or is about to. In 
most of Europe the rate of 
growth is definitely sm aller this 
year than last, and well below 
the rate in the united States. 
This slowdown follows years of 
unusual growth In Western Eu­ 
rope, with the rate notably high­ 
e r than in the United States. 
B ritain is especially hard hit 
now. In 1964 Its economy ex­ 
panded over the previous year 
by 5.7 per cent. Tills year the 
growth is estimated at 2.5 per 
cent o r so by the First National 
City Bank of New York. 
The B ritish industrial lag has 
failed to meet the demands for 
goods of the almost wholly em ­ 
ployed British population. They 
have turned to imports to get 
what they want and have the 
money to buy. 
And th at's where the pound 
sterlin g Is in trouble. The ex­ 
cess of Imports over exports 
has put a strain on the pound. 
To pay for these im ports, B ri­ 
tain finds other currencies are 
In dem and, and the pound isn't. 
L ast fall the United States had 
to go to the aid of the pound. 
With other nations it furnished a 
fund the Bank of England could 
draw upon to defend the value 
of the pound against speculators 
who w ere dumping their hold­ 
ings because they thought the 
pound would have to be deval­ 
ued. 
Again the British government 
is seeking 
to 
curb im ports, 
boost 
exports, and ward oft 
speculators 
as 
the 
pound 
weakens, 
lf Britain's efforts 
don't succeed, the United States 
may have to help again. 
With its hands full In

Nam and at home, the United 
States doesn't relish prospects 
of Increasing economic prob­ 
lem s a c ro ss the Atlantic.

down instead. 
A jump of V/s cents an ounce 
on the London Bullion Exchange 
Thursday brought the price to 
$35.19Vfe an ounce, highest since 
November 1961. 
The official price at the UJS. 
Treasury is $35, with a little 
over 8 cents added as a han­ 
dling charge when gold is sold. 
The Treasury has been losing 
gold at an increased rate this 
year. Any jump in its price 
overseas makes it just that 
more tempting for other nations 
to turn in their surplus dollars 
for gold from the Ui5. reserves. 
But the current rush of Euro­ 
pean speculators to buy gold— 
particularly to turn in their 
pound sterling holdings for the 
metal—seems unlikely to get 
out of hand as it threatened to 
do in the fall of 1960. Then the 
price rose temporarily to $40an 
ounce and the big target was 
the UjS. dollar. 
The 1960 speculative raid on 
gold reserves led to a five-year 
drive by the United States to cut 
the deficit in its monetary 
transactions with the rest of the 
world, and thus re-establish 
firmly the reputation and value 
of the Yankee dollar. 
In the second quarter of this 
year the latest efforts in this 
drive have given the United 
States a surplus in its balance of 
payments—for the first time 
since 
1957. The successful 
more was to get U. S. corpora­ 
tions to cut back on overseas 
investments 
and 
American 
banks to curb loans to foreign 
governments and individuals. 
Even so the drain of gold has 
continued, 
with 
France 
especially turning in its sur­ 
plus dollars for the metal. 
The gold speculative fever 
that seems to have been revived 
by Britain's troubles with its 
own balance of payments is 
linked to rumors that London 
may have to devalue the pound 
again. Any such intention has 
been firmly denied. 
But the rush to buy gold and 
* bid up its price might have the 
side effect of leading other na­ 
tions to turn in more surplus 
dollars—built up by years of 
UJ5. payments deficits—for UJi. 
Treasury gold. 
Britain's troubles in defending 
the pound sterling are real 
enough. And Washington has 
been lending the Bank of Eng­ 
land dollars with which to de­ 
fend the pound from speculative 
raids. 
London has also been selling 
its largeholdingsof UJ>.securi­ 
ties to raise dollars.Such sales 
came at a time when UJS. stock 
markets were under pressure 
built up by domestic uncertain­ 
ties. How much the British 
dumping of stocks contributed 
to stock price weakness here is 
debatable. 
But with the growing war in 
Viet Nam, the United States 
must spend more for military 
goods. It must also defend its 
dollar from any speculative 
raids built on doubts abroad as 
to the effects of war on the 
UJ>. domestic economy. 
Doubtless Washington will go 
on helping London defend the 
pound sterling and perhaps lend 
Britain a helping hand in its 
efforts to get its financial house 
in order.

Although a dramatic rise in ex­ 
penditures for automobiles has 
received widespread attention, 
the rise in expenditures 
on 
appliances 
has 
been 
even 
larger. 
Since late 1964 the 
appliance industry's share in 
the consumers* dollar appears 
to have stabilized so that in­ 
creases in total valume in 1965 
are likely to be more closely 
linked to the growth of consumer 
income. 
Two key factors for appliance 
sales in the second half of 1965 
will be the effect of the pro­ 
posed cuts in federal excise 
and sales taxes, and the trend 
of new housing starts. 
The 
cut 
in manufacturers* 
excise and retail sales taxes 
will 
unquestionably provide a 
two-fold stimulus to the demand 
for appliances. 
The tax cuts 


will 
increase 
consumer 
spending power-by an estimated 
$2 billion per annum now and 
$5 billion per annum when they 
are fully effective. 
The tax 
cuts will also lower the relative 
price of most appliances. 
Housing starts, which provide 
an accompanying demand for a 
broad range of household and 
kitchen appliances, have been 
declining since the record level 
reached in late 1963. However, 
the absolute number of starts 
has continued at a very high 
level, around 1.5 million units 
a year. 
The indications are 
that this level will be main­ 
tained and probably increased 
as 1965 progresses. 
In summary, in spite of the 
very high levels reached by the 
appliance industry in 1964, unit 
sales and volume In 1965 will 
be even higher. Many individual 
product lines will continue their 
very rapid pace of expansion, 
notably 
color 
television- 
expected to exceed two million 
units—room 
air conditioning 
units, clothes dryers, and the 
wide range of small appliances 
and housewares. 
But for the 
appliance industry as a whole, 
the rate of expansion in 1965 
relative to 1964 is likely to 
be about 6 per cent—more in 
line with the increase expected 
in the 
flow 
of consumers* 
incomes than the huge 11 per cent 
recorded between 1963 and 1964.

Following this he had an execu­ 
tive position from 1930 to 1940 
with one of the general boards 
of the church. 
He 
was appointed 
to Ca- 
ruthersville in 1940 and two 
years later took the army chap­ 
laincy for a four-year term, 
after which he was reappointed 
to Caruthersville. His long and 
successful pastorate there was 
unusual because of his leader­ 
ship in the Pemiscot county 
group ministry which attracted 
national attention. This project 
began with the Rev. Mr. Brower 
enlisting the other three Meth­ 
odist pastors in the county to 
help him look after two cir­ 
cuits 
of 
churches without 
pastors. For 18 years he served 
four 
churches In 
Pemiscot 
county, each church having at 
least one service a Sunday. 
Graduating 
from 
Central 
Methodist College in 1926, the 
Rev. Mr. Brower entered South­ 
ern Methodist University where 
he received the master of phil­ 
osophy of religion degree in 
1927 and the bachelor of di­ 
vinity degree in 1929. 
Numerous scholastic honors 
and awards came to him as a 
student. In 1953 he was given 
a citation for 
distinguished 
service by Central Methodist 
College which in 1964 conferred 
upon him the doctor of divinity 
degree. 
Dr. Brower has served his 
church as a delegate to its 
general and jurisdictional con­ 


ferences and has been a speaker 
at many annual conferences. He 
has exercised a wide influence 
as a consultant, writer, and 
speaker in the fields of mis­ 
sions and evangelism. 
The service at Old McKendree 
will be led by Rev. George W. 
Heslar, superintendent of the 
Cape Girardeau - Farmington 
district. Rev. Murrell Cunning­ 
ham will lead the singing and 
special numbers will be pro­ 
vided by a quartet from the 
Farmington church where he Is 
the associate minister. Mrs.

Others on the 
program will be Rev. W. Can­ 
non Klnnard, pastor of Farm­ 
ington Methodist Church; Rev. 
Clyde E. Byrd, minister of 
education at Centenary Meth­ 
odist Church In Cape Girar­ 
deau; Rev. Roy Sturgell, pastor 
of 
Gordonville 
Methodist 
Church; Rev. H. R. Tate, Cura­ 
tor of Old McKendree Chapel 
and pastor of Hobbs 
Chapel 
Methodist Church near Cape 
Girardeau; and 
Mr. 
A. F. 
Deneke, vice president of the 
Board of Trustees. 
The ancient chapel is well 
protected and In good condi­ 
tion.

A P—Strange 
as it may seem , the answer 
to proper care and treatment 
for M issouri’s mentally re­ 
tarded children is not the con­ 
struction of new hospitals. 
For Missouri, like every other 
state in the nation, has discov­ 
ered that new hospitals, once 
completed, soon become full and 
overflowing. A mental hospital 
constructed anywhere in the 
state 
could be filled 
with 
patients within a matter of days; 
the same holds true for a hos­ 
pital for the mentally retarded. 
This does not mean that hos­ 
pitals for the mentally ill and 
retarded are not needed. There 
is a critical need; hospitals are 
important and additional ones 
are needed. But they do not, un­ 
fortunately, provide the last an­ 
sw er to the problems facing 
M issouri and every other state. 
For example, the state has 
more than 130,000 mentally re­ 
tarded, and by the time the 
state’s nine new regional cen­ 
ters are built, there will be an 
increase in this population of 
1,980. The increase alone would 
more than fill every bed pro­ 
posed for the nine retardation 
centers, each of which will have 
40 beds. 
The growing problem In Mis­ 
souri is not to add more and 
more beds to existing or new fa­ 
cilities but to disperse the se r­ 
vices, making available diagno­ 
s is , evaluation and short-term 
ln-patient 
care 
programs 
throughout the state. This is 
exactly what the state Intends to 
do with its nine new retardation 
clinics. 
To be built at a cost of $400,- 
000 each, the clinics will pro­ 
vide diagnostic and evaluation 
services, with referrals by the 
family doctor. Day-care units 
and in-patient units will offer 
short-term hospitalization for 
family 
em ergencies. Family 
guidance and family counseling 
services will help stabilize and 
normalize the home which has 
a retarded child. 
Plans for the model unit, to be 
located in Northwest Missouri 
at Albany, are now tieing drawn.

New Hospitals 
Not Answer 
For Retarded 


This is the fourth of a series 
on 
Missouri’s 
mental r e ­ 
tardation program. This one 
tells how the nine clinics 
will operate.

KENNETT, Mo. AP--Strange 
as it may seem , the answer 
to proper care and treatment 
for Missouri’s 
mentally re ­ 
tarded children is not the con­ 
struction of new hospitals. 
For Missouri, I ike every other 
state in the nation, has discov­ 
ered that new hospitals, once 
completed, soon become full and 
overflowing. A mental hospital 
constructed anywhere 
in the 
state 
could be filled 
with 
patients within a m atter of days; 
the same holds true for a hos­ 
pital for the mentally retarded. 
This does not mean that hos­ 
pitals for the mentally 111 and 
retarded are not needed. There 
is a critical need; hospitals are 
important and additional ones 
are needed. But they do not, un­ 
fortunately, provide the last an­ 
swer to the problems facing 
Missouri and every other state. 
For example, the state has 
more than 130,000 mentally r e ­ 
tarded, and by the time the 
state’s nine new regional cen­ 
te rs are built, there will be an 
increase in this population of 
1,980. The increase alone would 
more than fill every bed pro­ 
posed for die nine retardation 
centers, each of which will have 
40 beds. 
The growing problem in Mis­ 
souri is not to add more and 
more beds to existing or new fa­ 
cilities but to disperse the ser- 
vices.making available diagno­ 
sis, evaluation and short-term 
ln-patient 
care 
programs 
throughout the state. This is 
exactly what the state Intends to 
do with its nine new retardation 
clinics. 
To be built at a cost of $400,- 
000 each, the clinics will pro­ 
vide diagnostic and evaluation 
services, with referrals by the 
family doctor. Day-care units 
and ln-patient units will offer 
short-term hospitalization for 
family 
emergencies. Family 
guidance and family counseling 
services will help stabilize and 
normalize the home which has 
a retarded child. 
Plans for the model unit, to lie 
located in Northwest Missouri 
at Albany, are now being drawn. 
These 
plans will be 
easily 
adapted to the other 
eight 
regions of the state. Priorities 
for determining the exact loca­ 
tion within each of the areas, 
as well as detailed plans 
operation, are now under study 
and will be completed In the 
very near future. 
w 
Each unit will have 40 beds 
and a staff of approximately 45 
persons. Dr. George Ulett, di­ 
rector of the Division of Mental
